Diamond*. 


Professor Crookes, inhia recent re- 


markable lecture on diamonds, men 
tionedsome interesting faoti concerning 
that always popular subject When in 
examining diamonds under polarized 
light the black cross of the polarizer re- 
volves around a particular spot in the in- 
side of the crystal and the point is exam- 
ined wit & a high' power, a slight flaw and 
more rarely a minute cavity are some- 
times seen This cavity is filled vrith gaa 
at an enormous pressure, and the strain 
which is set up in the stone by the ef- 
fort of the gaa to escape is not infre- 
quently removed only by the explosion, 
of the gem. It fs not at all uncommon 
for a diamond to explode soon after it 
reaches the surface, and some have been 
known to burst in the pockets of the 
miners or when held in the warm hand. 
Large crystals are more liable to burs* 
than smaller pieces. Valuable stone* 
have been destroyed in this way. and it 
is whispered that cunning dealers have 
often done a handsome stroke of busi- 
ness by allowing responsible clients to 
handle or carry in their warm pockets 
large crystals fresh from the mine. By 
way of safeguard against explosion some 
dealers embed large diamonds in raw 
potatoes to insure safe transit on the 
ocean voyaga 


Professor Crookes showed that a dia- 


mond could actually be too hard. From 
a neb yield of beautifully white dia- 
monds in New South Wales great things 
were expected. When a parcel of many 
hundred carats came to England, it was 
found they were so hard as to be prac- 
tically unworkable as gems, and they 
were ultimately sold for rock boring 
purposes. The intense hardness of the 
diamond was- illustrated by an experi- 
ment 
The diamond was placed on the 


flattened apex of a conical block of steel, 
and on it was brought down a second 
cone of steel As these cones were forced 
together by hydraulic power the image 
of the diamond and the steel faces of 
the cones were projected on the screen 
with an electric lantern The stone was 
seen to be squeezed right into the steel 
blocks without being injured in the 
elightestde»fr.e«. ..

Senator Wolcott 
will find that he has misunderstood 
the President.

knowing ones say the break will nut 
be with the Secretary. Senator Teller 
has foreseen the inevitable rupture and 
he thinks the President, adroit a strad- 
dler as he is proving to he, cannot long 
ride two horses going in opposite direc- 
tions.

GENEBAL FBATDKES OF WINTER WEATHER. 


The national weather bureau has col- 


lected from its twenty-six years of 
weather records some very valuable 
facts that reach comparatively few ex- 
cept, through these bulletins. 


Those engaged in weather work have 


long and bravely withstood the ridicule 
of the ignorant, the prejudiced and t'ha 
selBsh but ridicule is rapidly giving 
way to reason and thoughtful people 
are beginning' to admit that magnetism 
may control the wind and weather and 
Admitting this much they have not far 
to go to see that the mechanism of the 
atmosphere, relative to the weather, 
may be understood. 


The weather facts referred to above 


have a direct bearing on short range 
forecasts and are continued as follows: 


"Iu the months of May to December 


the average numben of Texas storms is 
6, bat iu tho mouths of January to 
April it is 17 for ea'ch month, as a total 
for the tec years 18841893. 


"The effect of this is to cause many 


more storms to cross the south central 
valleys, the Gulf and tho South At- 
lantic States; also the storms beginning 
in tho northwest aie often fnrced south- 
eastward to the Gulf States before they 
recurve to the Gulf of St.Lawrenoe. 


"Tueso effects are apparently due to 


ihe ureat highs forming in tho north 
of Montana, which are driven forward 
to the south aud propel the storm in 
front of them In the tracks just indi- 
cated.
